The polls to close at 7:00 P.M. of the same day, and at eight of 
the clock in the afternoon of the same day at the same place to act 
upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen and 
Town Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes.

Article 4, Voted to establish the Elsie Royle Library Trust Fund in 
compliance with RSA 31:19, with funds provided from private donors, The 
purpose of such fund will be to contribute toward a Mason Public Library 
in the form of a new building to be either purchased or erected within 
the town, 


Article 5, Voted to approve and support the dedication of a portion 
of the recreation area on Sand Pit Road in the name of Donald A. Arming- 


ton. 


Article 6. Voted to amend the article as follows: Change the title 
from Fire Truck Replacement Capital Reserve Fund to Fire Truck Repair 
or Replacement Capital Reserve Fund and appropriate no additional funds 
for the year 1984 or take any other action pertainino thereto. The ar- 
ticle was passed as amended,

The funds for this vehicle and equipment to be 
raised as follows: approximately $11,500.00 Highway Capital Equipment 
Reserve; $12,700.00 revenue sharing; and $15,800.00 by borrowing, This 
article passed by a vote of 129 in favor and no opposing vote, 


Article 15. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,400.00 
for a new sander, the money to be raised by borrowing. This article 
passed by a vote of 129 in favor and no opposing vote. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 
for six portable radios to be used for the highway vehicles, 


Article 17, Voted to raise the sum of $3,500.90 for culvert’ instal- 
lation on Campbell Mill Poad. The vote on this was 52 yes, 48 no, 


Article 18, Voted to authorize the Conservation Commission to re- 
tain the unexpended portion of its 1983 appropriation, said funds to 
be placed in a special Conservation Fund in accordance with RSA 36:A:5. 


Article 19, Voted to amend the article as follows: To see if the 
Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $42,000.00 for the Roston and 
Maine Railroad project. The Selectmen are directed to apply for, accept 
and expend Federal Land and “later Conservation Fund arant funds or 
other federal or state funds which may be available for this project, 
to reduce the cost to the Town. This appropriation shall be contingent 
upon the award to the Town of a 50% matching grant from the land and 
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Water Conservation Fund or other federal or state funds, The Town's 
share will be raised by taxation ($2,000.00), borrowing ($10,000.00) 
with the remainder from the Conservation Fund ($6,500.00), plus donated 
labor, material and equipment worth $2,500.00, and to authorize the Con- 
servation Commission to expend their funds. The article passed by a vote

Voted for the Town of Mason to call upon the Governor 
and Executive Council, its State Representatives, and State Senator to 
promptly convene a Special Session of the Legislature for the sole pur- 
pose of preventing the imposition of high cost increases in electric 
rates resulting from the Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant on the citizens, 
businesses, schools, and agencies in the Town of Mason and to direct 
the Selectmen to promptly notify our above listed officials of the 
Town's desire.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


For the past year the Planning Board has been reviewing the re- 
codification of Planning and Zoning RSA's by the 1983 General Court 
of New Hampshire, known as Title LXIV, Planning and Zoning. All | 
zoning ordinances and subsivision regulations must be brought into 
conformance with the revised statutes by January 1, 1986. Changes 
to zoning ordinances require public hearings and a vote of the towns- 
people to take effect. The voting ballot for March 12, 1985, will 
contain the changes to update the Town of Mason Planning Ordinance. 

Changes to the subdivision regulations require a public hearing 
and a vote of the planning board; these will occur later this year. 
Subdivision hearings are held the last Thursday of every month. Work 
meetings are held almost every month on the second Thursday. The 
public is welcome.

WILTON RECYCLING CENTER 


1984 has been a very positive year for the Recycling Center. Not 
only did we finally build our storage building, but we purchased a new 
tractor as well.

There is no charge for this 
service.

REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State 
Legislature 90 years ago. This early law set in place a cooperative 
forest fire prevention and suppression effort between city and town 
governments and State government. It simply stated that no open fire 
could be kindled, when the ground is free of snow, without the 
written permission of the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This law also 
Stated that anyone kindling a fire without written permission shall 
be liable for the damage caused and subject to a $1,000. fine. 


During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has 
remained unchanged. All open fires when the ground is not covered 
with snow must be authorized by the local Forest Fire Warden. Persons 
kindling a fire without a permit when one is required are liable for 
damages caused, fire suppression costs and subect to a $1,000. fine. 


This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed signif i- 
cantly to our nationally recognized annual forest fire loss record.

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to provide 
efficient professional quality service to the communities of Green- 
ville, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. This service is possible only 
through the dédication of our well-trained Driver/Attendants, all of 
whom are volunteers. Almost all of these volunteers are Nationally 
Registered Emergency Medical Technicians-Ambulance. Many of our Att- 
endants have also undergone advanced training in, for example, EOA 
(Esophageal Obdurator Airway) and MAST (Medical Anti-Shock Trousers). 
Attendants are typically on all night call about seven (7) times each 
month. There exists a continuing need for volunteers able to answer 
calls during the daytime. Any resident of the four (4) town area in- 
terested in joining the Service are encouraged to contact any atten- 
ant or member of the Board of Directors. 


During the past year we have established a good working Relation- 
Ship with Montachusett Ambulance Service of Fitchburg, Mass. This is 
an Advanced Life Support Unit which can be called upon to meet our 
Ambulance enroute to the hospital to provide I-V Therapy and Cardiac 
Care for Critically I1] or Injured patient's. We are pleased that this 
type of advanced care is now available to the residents of our area be- 
cause it represents the highest level of pre-hospital emergency care.
